In the first 50 miles of their march they would 
meet with little opposition, officials said here to­ 
day, since there are now no German combatant 
troops within this area.

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USE CENTURIES-OLD METHODS 


Ceylonese Reap and Grind Grain In 
Much the Same Way as in 
Biblical Times. 


At Kandy, Ceylon, the entire method 
of planting, reaping and grinding grate 
is conducted as a religious ceremony. 
Tho work of carrying the sheaves i« 
allotted to the women, and it is a pic­ 
turesque sight to see them bearing 
away the huge bundles of sheaves on 
their heads. At eventide teams of buf­ 
falo as Innocent of muzzles aa though 
subject to Mosaic law, are brought to 
the threshing floor and driven over 
this paddy to the accompaniment of 
a community chorus. 
When well trod­ 
den by the herd, the buffaloes are driv­ 
en away to their respective swamp 
wallows. The straw is now removed 
by the women from the paddy, and 
the latter fanned free of rubbish. The 
grain is next tossed and fanned on 
winnowing trays, entirely by hand. 
The methctl takes some days. When 
completed, and ready for the “gran­ 
ary” it Is stored in large urps called 
‘bissa,” which are protected by a thick 
coating of mortar. The “bissa” looks 
like a small thatched cottage, but It 
is really a miniature silo. When need­ 
ed for breads or curry, the groin is 
ground by tho women on huge flat 
stones much like the "metate" of the 
Mexicans, another round stone resem­ 
bling a refiling pin in shape, being used 
to crush the grain. It Is then cooked 
in various ways.

Cities by No Means Alike in Hue* 
Which Attract the Eye of 
. the Traveler. 


“Havo you ever noticed how cities 
sometimes seem to have their own epe- 
clal colors?” asks Julian Street In 
“American Adventures,” the book In 
which he and Wallace Morgan re­ 
corded, in words and pictures, what 
they think is the most picturesque part 
Pf our country—the South. 
“Paris is white and green—even 
more so, I think, than Washington,” 
Mr. Street continues, 
“Chicago is gray; so is London usu­ 
ally, though I have seen it buff at tile 
beginning of a heavy fog. New York 
used to be a brown sandstone city, 
but Is now turning to one of cream 
colored brick aud tile*; Naples Is bril­ 
liant with pink and blue and green 
nod white and yellow; while as for 
Baltimore, her old houses and her 
new are, as Baedeker puts it, of 'cheer­ 
ful red brick’—not always, of course, 
hut often enough to establish the color 
of red brick as the city’s predominat­ 
ing hue.

bottom one of which, at. the side, may 
usually be found an old-fashioned Iron 
‘scraper,’ doubtless left over from the 
time (not very long ago) when the 
city pavements had not reached their 
jrresent excellence."

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DID NOT INVENT TELESCOPE 


But Galileo W as the First to Perceive 
Its Possibilities in the Study of 
Astronomy. 


The un me of the man who first 
framed and used u telescope for the 
observation of the heavenly bodies Is 
Galileo Galilei, though Little known in 
m at form. 
It was this scientist, who 
died January 8, 1042, who, it may be 
said, first gave stability and force to 
the theory which places the sun in the 
center of the planetary system. 
In 
April or May, 1609, Galileo heard at 
Venice of a little tubular instrument 
made by Hans Ltbbershey of Middle­ 
burg, which made distant objects ap­ 
pear nearer, and he immediately ap­ 
plied himself to experimentation on the 
means by which such an instrument 
could be produced. Procuring a couple 
of spectacle glasses, each plain on one 
side, but one convex and the second 
concave on the other side, and apply­ 
ing his eve to the concave glass, he 
found 
that objects were 
magnified 
three times, and brought apparently 
nearer. 
Soon after Ha vt rig made one 
which could magnify 980 times, Gali­ 
leo commenced observations on the sur­ 
face of the moon, which he discovered 
to be Irregular, Uke that of the earth, 
and on Jupiter, which, In 1610, lie as­ 
certained 
to 
be 
attended 
by 
four 
stars, as he called them, which after­ 
ward proved to be its satellites.

Later, natives will begin to arrive, 
bringing their strange customs, cos­ 
tum es and industries. 
A true picture 
Of the lives of these people is the 
aim of the directors of the Centenary. 
A miniature Ganges river actually 
flowing through the India building is 
the center of queer heathen religious 
Customs. 
Here will be 
found 
the 
Hindu temple, Mohammedan mosque 
and 
sacred 
monkey temple, 
tilled 
with chattering monkeys. 
Here, too, 
the sacred pigeons will be fed every 
day, amid much ceremony, aud 
a 
fakir on hie bed of Spikes proves to 
less stoical observers that his soul is 
above the trivial sufferings of this 
world. 
An Indian bazaar, overflowing with 
silks, 
wrought 
metals, 
idols 
and 
flower shops, occupies a large part of 
the 
India 
building. 
Public 
letter 
writer, sweetmeat seller, teeth-olean- 
er, beggars and curio seller miugla 
with the crowds of sightseers. 
Indian village scenes and an Indian 
marriage procession, with the bride­ 
groom 
riding an elephant, are 
in­ 
cluded in the plans of Dr. Lewis E 
ILxueil of India, who ie In Columbus 
to direot this building for the Cen 
(entry. 
In an immense Kaffir kraal, 
con­ 
taining five mil sized huts aud a cat­ 
tle Inclosure, 60 Ethiopians will be 
found working at various typical in­ 
dustries, aa h part of the African ex­ 
hibit. 
The desert fife of northern 
Africa, with Bedouin tents and Moor­ 
ish town, is pictured In another sec­ 
tion of (he African building. 
This 
exhibit is directed by J. T. C. Black- 
more of Algeria, who is also direct­ 
ing a reproduction of early Roman 
civilization hi the »ame building. 
Another part, of the African build 
lng 
is 
devoted 
to Roosevelt, 
and 
Rainey 
motion 
pictures, 
episodes 
from the life 
of Dr. David Living­ 
stone, lion hunts and Kaffir dances, 
the Uganda railway and African mis­ 
sion scenes. Other sections of Africa 
are fully repre*ented in the large 
building which ie under the direction 
of Dr. E. ti. Richards of Oberlin. 
The high gray walls of a Kwang 
city confront the visitor at the en­ 
trance lo the Chinese building. 
At 
the left is a farm scene; inside the 
walls are the principal exhibits, in­ 
cluding a large Chinese restaurant, 
open to the public; curio shop, money 
exchange, Confuolan temple, 
typical 
Chinese 
home*, 
aud 
a 
Methodist 
church such aa Is found in the Celes­ 
tial republic. 
Art, medical and educational ex­ 
hibit* revealing the progress of t.’hris- 
tlsulty in thai country form a part 
of th** plans of Dr. John Al. Dowdy of 
JPuehau, who with Y. C. Youg of the 
Chinese legation In Washington is 
directing the building. 
Devastated France and Belgium are 
realistically I eproduoad in the Euro­ 
pean section, under the direction of 
Dr. E. M. Tipple, who has recently 
returned from abroad.

which seats 500 people will he used 
for lectures and pictures.
